A lthough 
Sir Charles Dilke escaped under the 
technical ploa th at Mrs. C raw ford’s u n ­ 
sworn ooufras.on was insufficient evi­ 
dence, the whole tenor of the trial has

been repaired on tha dam plan. 
I tbiuk 
M ayor Spence ought to have set a better 
«sample and have oonstrnoted his street 
oar bridge on tb e plan (100 foot spans) 
of ths three bridges which stood tbe 
storm, particularly after 
the 
thrsi a 
made to burn thorn down after the flood 
of '84. 
But no attention was paid to 
the people's wish either by the Council 
or His Honor, and snid Council has al­ 
lowed tbe repair of theae destructive 
dams, to make havoc agaiu tbe next 
coming heavy rains. 
Tbe Honthern Pa­ 
cific Company bavo not only stuck i.p 
their death dealing edifice on Mission 
street ngsin, but have actually planked 
up the water-ways to strengthen the 
rickety structure, giving more chanoc to 
catch heavy log», etc., to our certain 
destruction again. 
The city bridge at 
Downey avenue is another trap of the 
some kind, whioh the Council should at 
once abolish and order all th e othera 
down that stand in the way of the city's 
safety. 
Had these dams not been there 
onr property below would have been 
entirely safe and the 8. G. V. R. R. Co. 
would not have lost th tir beautiful depot 
and tract a t Downey avenue. 
But even 
wise men learn after sad experiences. 
I t is a mistake many people make who 
think the oity is not responsible for 
damages caused by tb eir cruel negli­ 
gence, in behalf of tbe safety of its in­ 
habitants, and who m-Tt-over place ob­ 
structions across a river themselves, to 
drown out life and pruperty afters day’ 
rain; heavy damages will have to be 
paid aud there will be no getting over 
that. 
Now tbe g ist of this communication is 
to draw the proper attention of our city 
authorities to do tbeir whole duty in 
this flood bnsiness, and immediately 
canee those dams to be removed, and if 
crossings m ust be had bnild bridges and 
not dams, order out every obstruction to 
the free course of the water, then all 
would be well. 
In tbe good old days 
theory was “ millions for defense, but 
not one cent for tribute.” 
Now it is re­ 
versed, millions for tribute, not a dollar 
for defemes. 
Every lot and property on 
tb e Aliso T ract was taxed heavy tribute. 
We all had to scramble and pay out oar 
last cent for taxes (tribute) both oity 
mid connty. 
But where ia th at tribute 
all gone to, that we have nothing left 
for defense? W here do th e millions of 
taxes paid in go to, when not a cent can 
be found in the treasuries for our de­ 
fenses—when th e time of trouble comes?

Death of the Brilliant 
Statesman.

A t a la te hour last night the telegraph 
flashed th e news of the death of Hon. 
Horatio Seym our, of New York, who 
died at U tica, at th e house of his sister. 
Mrs. K u co e Conkiing, iu th e 75th year 
of his age. 
The honr was too late for a 
sketch of the great statesmen iu the 
prasant issue of the H e r a ld. 
The ful 
lowing brief sketch of th e prominent 
puinte of 
his 
career 
can only be 
presented: 
Horatio Seymour, son of 
Henry 
Seymour, 
was a 
descendant 
on hia m other's side of tho L edyerds,w ho 
were iu command a t Fort Griswold, op­ 
posite Now IiOndon, Connecticut, where 
tho garrison was massacred by th e Brit­ 
ish in tho W ar of th e Revolution. 
The 
Seymour family was the first family that 
oat the woods and took tb e first team 
through theforesta of Central New York. 
Tbe 
fath er of 
H oratio 
Seymour 
settled 
in 
Pompey 
township, 
N. 
Y., 
w hen tbe land 
was 
a for­ 
est. 
Horatio was born 
in 1811. 
He 
studied law with Judge* Beardsley A 
Bronson, of Utica, b ut ms natural beat 
was in th e direction of the science of 
government; 
and, after 
removiug to 
Utioa in 1833, he entered actively into 
politics. 
H e was elected as a Democrat 
to t te legislature of Now York in 18(1; 
as Mayor of Utioa in 1842; Speaker oi 
the Assembly in 1845; Governor of tbe 
State 
in 
1853 
and 
1866. 
In 
1862 he 
was 
ra-elected 
Governor 
of New Y ork, and in 1863 wáa twice 
thanked by the Preai le n t for hi* prom pt­ 
ness in furnishing all the uniformed mil­ 
itia of the State to repel the invasion of 
tbe State of Pennsylvania by th e Con­ 
federate arm y. 
Hia policy was to restore the Union 
and to m ain tain a t th e same tim e tbe 
laws uf th e State of New York. 
W hen 
the riots broke out in the city of New 
York he w as prom ptly on the spot, and 
upplied tb e w riter w ith tw o howtUera 
and grape and canister to protect prop, 
erty and life when necessary at all hex 
ard«. Wheu20,000tnnn were in the streets 
and arson aud burglary were ou every 
side and m urder and rubbery was on the 
streets and men turned pale at the eight 
of a score of fires bis promptness and 
firmness saved tbe metropolis of Ameri­ 
ca from aabes. 
T his proud feature of 
his pure aud noble life ha* never yet 
been written. In 1864 be was president 
of the N ational Democratic Convention 
m Chicago. 
In the sume year he was 
the Democratic candidate for Governor 
of the S tate bat defeated by Renben EL 
Fenton. 
In 1869 ho was president of 
the National Democratto 
Convention 
aud nominee for the presidency, b u t de­ 
feated by Gen. G rant, 
Since th a t period bo 
has refused 
all 
political 
honors, 
but from 
his 
charming home at Deerfield, in Oneida 
county, S Y ., he has sent out from 
time to tim e word* of statesm anship and 
wisdum of which Amerioa should be 
prond. A great staleamau is dead and 
th e nation muurns.

MB. E. J . BALDWIN TESTIFIES 


On Hia Own B ehalf an d Makes a 
Plain S tatem ent About Hia 
Relations W ith Louise. 


The C o art ro-aaaombled at 9 a.

Louiae C. Perkin* against Mr. E. J. 
Baldwin, on the alleged breach of prom- 
iae to m arry b<r. 
Before going 
into

to a fal»e report o( th e trial la a daily 
paper. 
T h e only intereet the H kh ald haa to 
this m atter is th at a fellow named W il­ 
liam*. one of th e attorney* for plaintiff, 
rebatted tbie »tetem eut by charging th at 
false statement* of th e ca*e had been 
made in these oolumua. 
Thi* statem ent 
of th e attorney i* unqnwUfledly false, 
and Inasmuch a* it I* not In evidence 
bare that aaid VV.HUm* ia an idiot, it 
would appear th at he knew hi* state­ 
ment wa* M»«- 
The H e ra ld reporter 
i* liable to err, aa any one may be. 
It 
1* eery difficult to get In long hand an 
absolutely occur ale account of *uch pro­ 
codings. 
B a t th at there has beeu any 
material or im portant m istake in these 
oolumua, no nubiased reader will assert. 
T hat thare has anything like willful 
falsehood appeared here none but a 
falsifier will assert. 
The first witness called was the de 
fsndant, 
MB. K. J . BALDWIN, 
The well known California millionaire, 
owner oí (he Baldwin H otel, 8an Fran- 
oisoo, of th e Tel lac Henee, at Lake 
Tahoe, in the Hierras, of the Halite A nita 
ranch, with its stable of race borsee, 
and a further long errav of rioh poases- 
slona In variona parts of the Htate. 
He 
' ia a native of Ohio, la about 58 years 
old, haa been in California for upwards 
of 20 yeara, probably, and is reported to 
have made Li* first "big stake” in the 
celebrated O phlr rise, in th e autumn of 
74, and culminating In the summer of 
78. 
In response to th e interrogatories oi 
counsel, he said: I invested in Loa An- 
i 
sles county in 1874; first m at Mis* Per­ 
las ia the middle of Deoember, 1882; 
she came to the ranch w ith her father 
and mother; 
bad often beard 
Mrs. 
Dexter apeak of her; Loaise was there 
visiting about all the tim e; she d.d 
choree lo t Mrs. Dexter, whose guest she 
was. 
Colonel H ow ard—Did yon make her 
donations? 
Mr. W illiams objected. 
Mr. Baldwin —1 have no reoollection; 
abe wa* dreeeed very poorly; I took her 
oat riding around the ranch in placea 
where I happened to be going; some­ 
times abe w ent out alone; M rs. Dexter, 
Miss Perkins, the China oook and my­ 
self were the occupants of the boose; 
returned about the first of February, 
1883; was home quite a while; left for 
8an Francisco about the tin t of April; 
Misa Parkins and Mr*. D exter west with 
me; Mrs. Dvxter invited her, so she told 
me. 
Mr. Baldwin—I gave her no invita­ 
tion; Mrs. Dexter spoke of her going; I 
was satisfied; abe weut to Ihe Baldwin 
hotel, in Han Francisco; my occupation 
was looking after general business; was 
pratty busy all day; after breakfast 
would go out and return a t dinner; in 
w interdinedat 8 and summer a t 0 o'clock;
